Gardening hints for September. One of the more attractive months in the garden - keep 
it tidy by “cutting off seed heads to prolong flowering. Plant bulbs - such as crocus, 
Daffodils, narcissi, snowdrops, etc., - in the garden, and in pots for indoor flowering. 
Lawns: continue mowing, and start applying autum/vinter dressing at end of month. 

Grass seed MUST be in by the end of the mouth at the very latest. This is the best time 
of year for taking rose cuttings; use ripe wood 8 - 10" long and placc in the garden 
with sand around the base.
